lonviots. For several days these convicts 
lad oomplainod oC excessive labor under 
he great haat. Ono mormng, when the 
stockades, in which they aro kept in 
chains, were opened, the men refused to 
;o to work. Tboy said that they were 


rtady to die, and would us soon die as 
ivom torture. Tho keeper telegraphed 
:o the governor that be must citber shoot 
several o£ tbft men, or starve all into sub- 
mission. The governor tent bock word 
to use tho latter course, 
-For two days 


and ono ui ght the prisoners wore' kept 
withDut either bread or water, and still 
maintained a defiant front. 
Tho third 


morniLg several of thorn, declared their 
wish to surrender. They were set upon 
by tbe loaders and maltreated. ;But hun- 
ger bad done its work, and before dark 
iU but ono bad surrendered. 


In this case it may not havo been wise 


for the men to revolt, but under tbo cir- 
cumstances it was human nature to do so. 
The men received brutal treatment from 
tho heartless and greedy contractors for 
which no punishment oould bo too se- 
vere.

lieved, byaConfcderatosharpshoutcr. \\'licn 
foaiiJ bo was lying upoii hb face, with his 
liodv across tlio littlo gun. After his ile.ith 
UN cannon was kept until recently, when it 
was sold for old brass and brought to this 
city with oilier old metals. A comrade of tbo 
Tymlaio post, wbo is an extensive metal 
broker, learned tho history of tho little piece 
of artillery, then dirty oiul corroded, and 
presented "it to tbo society.

A band of mu»ic marched 


through the strsets at about 7 o'clock, on its 
way to meat several hundred children bo^ 
longing to Protestant Sunday schools, who 
wore returning from an excursion.

Catholics replied to this salutation with a 
shower of stonos,and the mob accompanying 
tho band retaliated in kind. 
Wild rumors 


quickly spread, and a blc mob of Orange- 
men collected In a surprisingly brief dpuco 
of time. 
Tho police were soon upon the 


ground, and endeavored to disperse the 
crowd, but tho number ot Orangemen rap- 
idly increased, and forced tho Catholics 
from tho hill. They then turr.od their at- 
tention to a big tavern, kepc by a Catholic 
named JlcKenna, which they completely 
catted, leaving not a pan* ot glasa un- 
broken nor an article of furniture intact 
Tho police rnado frequent charges upon the 
rioters, but were in every case repulsed by 
showers of stones, and many of them wore 
severely hurt 


Leaving MrKenna's hotel a wrock tho 


rioters attachod a number of houses be- 
lieved to bo inhabited by Catholics, batter- 
ing'down doors, smashing windows and 
tearins up fences and shrubbery.

lice again charged tho crowd, but tho mob 
toro up tho pavements, and burled volley 
attor volltiy ot stonos thus obtained at the 
olllcers, driving them from the scone.

The military pursued tbo crowd, and witb 
tho assistance of tho police arrested forty- 
six of tlio rioters, wbo wore put In jail. The 
police fought witb i^oat bravery

fearful odds, scarcely ono engaged In the 
light escaping injury. 
Many of them were 


badly cut with knives and pieces of gloss In
